COTTONCAST. 


REALIZATION that the cotton industry as 
a whole is bigger and more important 
than the success of individual programs 
is moving advocates of various legisla- 
tive "cures" to try for an agreement 

on what should be done for cotton. As 
the date for the reconvening of Congress 
draws near, there is less talk of "our 
plan or nothing" and more of “what plan 
can we agree upon?" 


A COMPLETE PROPOSAL to be watched: Shift 
the parity base from 7/8-inch Middling to 
the average grade and staple. Give the 
Secretary the right to lower support 
prices not more than 5 percentage points 
a year, with a downside limit of 60% 

of parity. At the same time, provide 
that any reduction in support price 

below 75% of parity be accompanied by a 
compensating increase in acreage. 


THE PLAN probably is too simple to win 
support. By shifting the parity base it 
permits the low grades, which make up 
the bulk of the surplus, to find their 
own market level, instead of being sup- 
ported at levels which keep them off 

the market. The lower prices would 
discourage continued production for the 
loan. By permitting the support level to 
be reduced gradually, with compensating 
acreage increases, cotton could be made 
competitive with rayon. The higher 
acreage would protect the farmer's net 
income. 


THE TREND DOWNWARD in the use of 
cotton in textiles, which cut domestic 
consumption from 9.2 to 8.6 million bales 


in the '56-57 season, is continuing un- 
abated. Many mills have moved to a 
4-day schedule. Offtake for the first 

2 months of the ‘57-58 season has been 
200,000 bales under the same period last 
year. The future of the cotton farmer 
depends upon the domestic market. It is 
being lost. 


PLANTING SEED for 1958 may be at a 
premium, and the germination may not be 
up to normal standards. Wet weather 

at the harvest time has caused seed to 
begin germination before harvest. Seed

dealers have made every effort to pre- 
serve quality, but with limited success. 

Farmers who can save seed for plant- 
ing should do so, just in the event 
supplies are short in ‘58. 


IT WAS OBVIOUS at the start of the 
season that the demand for bright, white 
cottons in the medium staples would be 
in short supply. The weather destroyed 
grades to the point that only a fraction 
of the better qualities normally pro- 
duced was harvested. Farmers who 
harvested their crops early and pre- 
served quality benefited through prices 
well above loan levels. 


THERE IS TO BE a prolonged discussion 
between entomologists this winter on the 
subject of poisons to control weevils. 
The severe damage done to crops where 
the operator used the late poisoning 
Syster, and the lesser damage where the 
early poisoning was practiced, have made 
it imperative that there be a uniform 
program. On the basis of results, the 
early poisoning advocates appear to have 
the advantage this year. 


SECRETARY BENSON seems determined to 
dispose of commodity surpluses. His 
around-the-world-in-20-days tour was 
for the purpose of finding new outlets 
for surplus goods. Markets were sought 
for products on the basis of payment 

in dollars, in foreign currencies, in 
exchange for strategic materials, or by 
barter. The results of his trip should 
be known after the detailed negotia- 
tions are completed after he returns 

to the U.S. 


PARITY FOR COTTON may have reached its 
peak at 37.06 cents. It has reached this 
level 3 times, and has fallen back and 
recovered. Deflationary measures in 
government may reduce some prices enough 
so that the parity trend for the next 

6 or 8 months will be downward. This 
could mean a lower support price in ‘58, 
whether the percentage of parity of the 
supports is lowered or not.

When cows were wintered 
on silage, cottonseed meal and hay, 
and the calves creep-fed on crushed 
corn and cottonseed meal, the net 
profit was $20.06 per calf. 

But cows wintering on ryegrass 
pasture -- at the rate of just one 
acre per cow -=- produced calves with 
an average net profit of $53.35 per 
calf. 


IN DEFENSE OF PASTURES for sows, a 
Study by Ky. Exp. Sta. estimates 
that an acre of alfalfa pasture can 
cut feed costs for sow herds by 

50 to 75%, or about $80 per summer 
from an acre of alfalfa. Specialist 
C. E. Barnhart conducted the tests.

IT’S HARMFUL TO OVERFEED HEIFERS due 
to freshen. Tennessee tests with 
six pairs identical Jersey twins 
showed that over-fed heifers 
averaged 16 lbs. milk daily after 
first 6 months in milk, compared to 
19.7 lbs. for group fed normal 
rations. 


BIG FEED CROP IN THE SOUTHWEST is 
encouraging greater feeding of na- 
tive cattle in the area. Grain 
sorghum has been priced as low as 
$1.30 per 100 lbs. in Oklahoma. 
That's the equivalent of around 
80-cent corn for cattle feeding. 


WAY TO GET EARLIER LAMBING with 
small-farm, mutton-type flocks is 

to use Southdown rams on Texas ewes, 
concludes Ky.

from PASTURE? 


PASTURE or parlor for feeding out hogs? Depends 
on how many you're feeding, concludes Purina feed 
dealer Walter Tanner, Fayetteville, Tenn. He has cus- 
tomers who do it both ways. For example: 


@ Walter Stone is one of Tanner's best customers. He 
puts about 200 hogs, fattened out on pasture with con- 
centrate and supplement, on the market each year 
They're moved from pasture to pasture, so he doesn't 
have disease or parasite problems. 

“It takes me a little longer to put hogs on the market 
than it does the parlor operators,” Stone says. “But 
I think I can do it a little cheaper.” 


@ On another Lincoln County pasture operation—that 
of Mrs. Charlie Parks and Mrs. Hughie Parks, 54 hogs 
fed out on pasture went to market at 442 to 5 months of 
age, at a feed cost of 10.7 cents per pound. The hogs 
brought $620.87 above feed costs. 

At Alabama Experiment Station, researcher H. F. 
Tucker found in one group of tests that it took 330 
pounds of feed to put 100 pounds of pork onto hogs fat- 


tening out in concrete drylot in summertime. For hogs . 


being full-fed on pasture, it took from 306 pounds of 
feed (with alfalfa pasture) to 329 pounds of feed (with 
sudan pasture) to do the same thing. 


$11 Either Way 


Tucker found that the cost of feed per 100 pounds of 
gain was $11.00 for the hogs being fattened out in con- 
creted drylot. It was from $9.90 (with alfalfa pasture) 
to $11.00 (with sudan pasture) for pasture-fed hogs, plus 
cost of pasture. 

When hogs were being fattened out in winter and 
spring, the cost of the feed was $9.70 per 100 pounds of 
gain for the drylot-fed hogs, and from $9.00 to $10.00 
(plus cost of pasture) for hogs being fattened out on 
alfalfa or other cool-season pasture. 

Tucker figured out, however, that grazing hogs on al- 
falfa during one summer would make the alfalfa (as 
pasture) be worth $38.50 per acre, at prices and stocking 
rates which were in effect at the time the Alabama trials 
were made. 
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Model pig parlor for 50 fattening hogs, on Newman Bros, farm in Sumner Co., Tenn, 


or from PARLOR? 


“PARLOR” feeding for hogs can be the quickest way 
to get fat porkers to market, figures Lincoln County 
Tennessean Alton Sanders. He's feeding under contract 
to his feed dealer. 

Sanders has had his parlor operation since May, 1957. 
But he still runs a few sows on pasture just as he has 
for years. Some of his pasture-raised pigs have been 
sold to feed dealer Walter Tanner, then moved to 
Sanders’ parlor for feeding out under contract to Tanner. 

Sanders, who has raised hogs since he earned his first 
money from raising and selling a pig, said, “There's less 
work in the barn and you don’t have to fix fences. I 
like it best.” 

For every pound of gain they put on their hogs, Sanders 
and other farmers working under similar contract oper- 
ations are paid two cents. Pigs are started at around 
50 pounds and marketed at 200 to 220 pounds. 

They're usually sold 40 to 50 at a time and the best 
arrangement is to have a batch ready every two weeks 
or so. 


Payoff for Parlors 


Farmers feeding in parlors (pens with roofs and con- 
crete floors) say the operation provides these advantages: 


@® Gives a farmer a chance to capitalize on hog-raising 
knowledge. 


@ It's easier to feed parlor hogs and handling costs 
are cut. 


@ Takes a smaller acreage investment per hog. 


@ Eliminates hauling water or changing pipes from 
place to place. 


® Controlling temperatures is fairly easy. 

Sanders, for example, likes the contract arrangement 
because his investment is low and he’s guaranteed a cer- 
tain income. He doesn’t have his money tied up in feed, 
or hogs either. 

Handling of the manure seems to be one problem in- 
volved and some contract farmers are working on 
methods of utilizing it. Pasture raising has a distinct 
advantage here. (Continued on page 25)

Cc ONTRACT to sell fed cattle ahead of market date? 
No sir; not for rugged Tennessee individualist Allen 
Sloan, of Maury County. He has borrowed money at 
times and he has lost some money on his cattle. 

But to the packer representative who visited him, 
looked over Sloan’s unfinished cattle and offered a con- 
tract to take the cattle at a specified price when they 
were ready, Sloan’s answer was that he'd rather take his 
own chances. 

So would a lot of other livestockmen. But several 
thousand of them have gone the way of most of the na- 
tion’s broiler producers—giving up freedom of decision 
and independence of management for a guaranteed-mar- 
ket contract. Feed companies and their dealers, proces- 
sors, cooperatives and others have been, in effect, hiring 
farmers by the thousands to produce eggs, hogs, beef 
and truck crops for them. 

For a lot of farm operators, who're short on money and 
credit rating and on the specialized managerial skill it 
takes to stay in business when prices go low, it’s a good 
deal. They've got nothing to lose and everything to gain.

a n p p concerned. There wasn’t such a big difference between one 
s 8 8 kind of commercial feed and another, or between home- 


mixed feeds and commercial feeds. 

But that’s changing fast. Getting top feeding gains 
and profits with beef and sheep—from full feeding, creep 
feeding or supplemental feeding on pasture or roughage 
—is getting about as complicated as it is with poultry. 


On these pages we report the latest news on some— 
but not all—of the feed additive and growth stimulators 


you're most likely to be using in 1958.) 
STILBESTROL became an everyday word among cattle 
feeders almost overnight. In a pre-mix, for oral feeding, 
the hormone is a standard ingredient in practically all 
feeds for fattening cattle: now it’s in sheep feeds, too. 
Not so standard are stilbestrol implants. They’re new 
enough that there are still conflicting reports about 
whether they're as good as stilbestrol in the feed for 
, fattening cattle. And they’re new enough that some buy- 
ers and packers are still prejudiced about them; they 
don’t like to buy cattle which have been implanted. But 
University of Kentucky beef specialists recently hung a 


group of unidentified beef carcasses, some of them im- 
planted cattle and some of them not, and asked some 
local packers to tell which was which. Score for the 
packers: 30 percent correctly identified. 

Here are some of the facts about implants: 


@ The implants are so cheap and so easy to give, once 
you've caught up the animal, that it’s a temptation to 
give too many. Specialists are coming to recommend 
keeping the amounts low; it’s not true that because one 
implant is good, two would be better. The University of 
Kentucky's shrewd, practical-minded beef specialist, A. 
L. Parsons, concludes that one implant (12 mg.) is plenty 
for a calf up to a year old and 24 mg. (two pellets) 
is all you need for yearlings. More than that can be too 
much. He has plenty of research to back up the con- 
clusion. Some other researchers recommend 36 mg. for 
yearlings and older fattening cattle, however. 


@ Although implants have a place with cattle on full- 
feed rations, their biggest use in the South has been 
with cattle on pasture plus limited feeding, or pasture 
only. They’re now being tried with good results for 
calves as small as 100 pounds, getting nothing but their

ANTIBIOTICS—first Aureomycin and, more recently, 
Terramycin—have been old stuff in growing and fatten- 
ing feeds for cattle and sheep for quite a while. Latest 
news is a combination of an antibiotic plus stilbestrol 
for cattle. Examples: 


@ Several experiment station and commercial feedlot 
trials have been made with the combination. Manu- 
facturer of the Terramycin-stilbestrol pre-mix, Chas. 
Pfizer and Co., report four privately-owned commercial 
feedlot trials which show better gains from the com- 
bination than from stilbestrol alone. Averages: 2.49 
pounds a day gain with stilbestrol only, 2.80 pounds with 
the combination. 

At Kentucky Experiment Station, the combination has 
looked good in past years. And this year a group of dry- 
lot steers getting stilbestrol plus 10 mg. of Terramycin 
gained better than cattle getting either the hormone only 
or the antibiotic only (496 pounds gain with the combi- 
nation, 454 with Terramycin only, 482 with stilbestrol 
only). But the antibiotic-hormone cattle didn’t make 
the best use of their feed or make the most profit. It 
cost slightly more to put a hundred pounds of gain on 
them than on the group getting stilbestrol only ($18.79 
with stilbestrol only, $19.38 with the combination). 


@ Creep-feeding calves on a concentrate containing 
the antibiotic-hormone pre-mix is a new idea you'll be 
hearing more about. However, the results of the first, 
limited test at Oklahoma Experiment Station don’t look 
encouraging. Suckling calves, on pasture, getting a 
basic creep-feed mixture (without growth stimulants) 
netted $42.73 above feed cost and initial value. Calves 
that got the same thing plus stilbestrol netted $45.56. But 
calves that got the Terramycin-stilbestrol combination 
(5 mg. of stilbestrol and 40 mg. of Terramycin per calf 
daily) netted only $44.33 for the san e 47-day period. That 
was less than if they’d had only the 5 milligrams of stil- 
bestrol in their feed. 


Giving an antibiotic in the salt is another new idea 
that looks promising for getting better gains on cattle. 
It has the obvious disadvantage that you're not sure how 
much of the antibiotic each animal is getting. But its 
most promising advantage is that you may be able to use 
it for any kind of cattle—pasture, creep-fed or wintered 
on roughage—when it becomes available on the market.

SOME time after the first of the year, you should be able 
to buy commercial cattle and sheep feeds and concen- 
trates containing an antibiotic or a hormone, or both, 
plus a “tranquilizer” ingredient 

But don’t expect the “tranquilizer” to make your 
spooky cattle suddenly become lackadaisical, or pugna- 
cious rams to get gentle as lambs. As a feed additive, 
the so-called tranquilizing drug ingredient won't be a 
sedative or a “happy pill” at all. The amount each lamb 
or steer will be getting will be only a tiny fraction of the 
amount it would take to make the animal act or behave 
so you'd see any difference. 

But it’s enough to make a lot of difference in how 
much a steer or lamb gains during several weeks of 
fattening. Scientists of Chas. Pfizer and Co., who are 
developing and testing the product, report these average 
results from a large number of tests so far: 


@ Fattening cattle gain from 8 to 13 percent more 
when they get from 1.25 to 10 milligrams of the “tran- 
quilizer” per head per day. Most remarkably, cattle 
which are already getting extra gains from antibiotics 
and stilbestrol get still better gains, of as much as 10 
percent more when the “tranquilizer” is added to their 


feed. 


® Fattening sheep and lambs also get added gains, of 
from 15 to 30 percent, when they get the “tranquilizer” 
ingredient in their feed. 


@ The drug also improves feed efficiency, letting cattle 
and lambs make their gains on iess feed—nearly 8 per- 
cent better efficiency for cattle, as much as 12 percent 
for sheep. 


@ What it'll cost isn’t known yet, but it'll be less than 
$1.00 over the feeding period of the animal. Chances are 
that it'll add to the price of a bag of feed more at first 
than it will when it gets into large-scale production. 


@ Apparently, low-level feeding of the “tranquilizer” 
as a feed ingredient will be of no value to anything ex- 
cept fattening cattle and sheep. However, more practical 
uses of it will doubtless be discovered later. Already, it 
appears that it may be almost as valuable for cattle being 
fed on high-roughage rations as for full-fed cattle in 
feedlots. Thus, it may prove to be a practical growth- 
stimulant as an ingredient in supplemental feeds for 
cattle or sheep wintering on roughages, or on pasture.

for the first time, with 7 counties in 
the 2 states designated as commercial for 
corn, and thus subject to acreage con- 
trols and higher support levels. In 
Alabama, 9 new counties have been added}; 
in Florida, 5; in Georgia, 14; in 
Virginia, 5. 


TOP-DRESSING WHEAT in the spring with 60 
lbs. of actual nitrogen -- nearly twice 
the normal rate -- may pay off. That's 
what wheat fertility trials at Kentucky's 
Princeton Exp. Substation last year 
show. 

The high rate of nitrogen has caused 
considerable lodging of the wheat, but 
it still made big enough yields to pay 
for the extra nitrogen. Wheat top-dressed 
with 30 lbs. of nitrogen last spring 
made 48 bu. per acre; when it got 60 
lbs., it made 58 bu. Wheat that got 
no nitrogen at all made only 21 bu. 


MILK FROM DISCONTENTED COWS doesn't 
fill the buckets as full, and it's Uncle 
Sam's fault, explain 4 farm families 
near Hopkinsville, Ky. Jet planes 
taking off from nearby Ft. Campbell keep 
the cows as well as the families all 
shook up; they're suing for more than 
$30,000 to soothe their nerves. 


IN THE FIRE ANT WAR, it's hard to tell 
who's ahead right now. Federal and 
State agencies are mobilizing to heat 
up the war against the tough invaders. 
Included are plans to regulate movement 
of materials which might contain the 
ants, from the heavily infested areas 
(Ala., Miss., La., Tex., Fla. and Ga.) 
to areas less infested. 

Intense effort will also be made to 
select and use best insecticides to 
mop up the ants. But it's estimated it 
may take 3 years or more to rid some 
infested areas of the ants. 

Alabama Ext. Entomologist W. A. Ruf- 
fin, meanwhile, warns that the ants are 
infiltrating more acres right along, and 
will attack this winter with more vigor 
than ever before. 
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A NEW MUSCADINE GRAPE, called Dearing 
and bred for Southern conditions, has 
been released. It's self-fertile and 
promises to be well suited for home 


vineyards. 


SIGNUP OF WHEAT ACREAGE into Acreage 
Reserve this fall has been much smaller 
than last year, as expected. So far 
there's slightly more than a third as 
much acreage signed up as went into Re- 
serve last year. Average number of acres 
signed up per contract is about a third 
as much as last season, too. 


CATCHIN’ FISH THE EASY WAY, West Virginian 
T. A. Richardson, of Nicholas County, has 
2 well-stocked fish ponds connected by a 
narrow neck of water. The fish swim 

back and forth through the neck, so 

when Richardson wants to catch some he 
just drops a trap into the neck a few 
minutes until a few fish swim in, then 
closes the trap and hauls out the catch. 


NEED TO PROVE how old you are, to estab- 
lish eligibility for Social Security 
benefits?

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Washington, D.C.—The President 
will declare no “disaster” areas in 
the Southeast because of rain dur- 
ing the harvest season. At least one 
governor (Alabama) has asked for 
it. But the recommendation from 
USDA has been negative, just as it 
was when Virginia and Maryland 
made similar requests during the 
drouth this summer. 

Wesley D’Ewart, Assistant to Di- 
rector of Agricultural Credit Serv- 
ices, is close to these decisions in 
the Department. He explains it this 
way: There are four kinds of emer- 
gency relief available: (1) emergen- 
cy feed grain and roughage, (2) 
emergency credit by FHA, (3 
emergency conservation measures 
by ACP and (4) emergency food 
supplies. The only one requiring a 
state of emergency declaration by 
the President under PL 875 is the 
first one. The other three may be 
used upon decision by USDA 

D’Ewart says surveys in the Gulf 
Coast region show there is no short- 
age of feed—in fact, pastures and 
other feed crops have thrived with 
the rains; so a declaration by the 
President is not a need. However, 
he says other aids will likely be 
granted. Alabama _ checks have 
shown that damage to peanut, to- 
bacco and cotton crops caused a 
credit shortage. And additional FHA 
money for loans will be made avail- 
able. D’Ewart says emergency food 
(from CCC stocks) will likely be 
shipped to three states as well. Food 
issues are made only after surveys 
and requests by state welfare de- 
partments, or other authorized 
agencies. 


@ Conservation Funds not for 
Crop Losses. Calling attention to 
misunderstanding about the use of 
emergency conservation funds in 
Texas, USDA explains that these 
funds are “for rehabilitation of farm 
lands damaged by disasters” (flood

and wind erosion) and not to pro- 
vide economic aid to farmers who 
have suffered crop losses. 

Areas eligible for emergency con- 
servation are determined by recom- 
mendations to a national committee 
—from county committies through 
state committees—“plus other avail- 
able information.” The Secretary of 
Agriculture allocates the funds after 
getting recommendations from the 
national committee. So far, only 
seven states have qualified. 

All such payments are made on a 
fund-matching basis, with the feder- 
al government paying from 50 to 80 
percent. Details have been given 
state ASC committees—and funds 
are available as recommendations 
are approved. 


@ Export or Deport? Out of the 
midst of renewed speculation that 
he'd be turned out to graze, along 
with Attorney General Brownell, 
Secretary Ezra Benson took off on 
a world tour “to observe firsthand 
the results of our export programs.” 
Traveling with him aboard a char- 
tered plane were five staff members 
and two of his daughters.

support system at $2 billion a year 
-not as high as we figured it for 
1958 (“More Mileage From the Tax 
Dollar,” November).

@ The Cost of Direct Payments. 
On unlimited production of the prin- 
cipal crops (including livestock), 
cost of payments would be $10.5 
billion a year. Cost on the limited 
scale would run $7.5 billion. 

Acreage of the crops would be 
increased, of course. These increases 
are estimated in the report (based 
on acreages actually planted when 
we had freedom). Cotton acreage 
would be increased over 1956 by 
some 7.5 million acres. Wheat acre- 
age would jump 19 million acres. 
Peanut acreage would go up by 1 
million. Tobacco by 300 thousand. 
Rice by nearly 1.5 million. Corn and 
soybeans would stay about the same 
as in '56—and most other feed grain 
acreages would drop. 

Livestock, according to this report 
would get about 65 percent of the 
cash payments. Cotton would get the 
next biggest hunk—about $1.5 bil- 
lion. Total cash income to farmers 
would be about $36.8 billion with 
unlimited production, and about 
$33.1 billion under the limited pro- 
duction plan—as compared to a real- 
ized income of $25.8 billion in 1956. 

Then there would be certain com- 
modity problems concludes the re- 
port—such as the necessity of ex- 
porting large volumes of cotton and 
tobacco.

(New ideas and current information for poultrymen ) 


U. S. POULTRY & EGG producers Assn., the North 
Carolina-based organization pushing for price 
supports and controls on poultry, is aiming 
to make itself nationwide. 

It recently met to organize for an all-out 
membership drive, characterizing itself as 
the first national organization of actual pro- 
ducers of broilers and eggs. Its president is 
the son of integration-investigating Senator 
Scott of N.C. 


A YOUNG VIRGINIA POULTRYMAN, Charles Edwards, of 
Dillwyn, has produced 4-lb. broilers in 8 wks.e, 
4 days -- and they dressed out over 3 lbs. 
each, with a dressing percentage of 77.55%. 
(Edwards was winner of the Virginia Junior Broiler 
Growers’ Contest.) 


“MILTOWN” FOR CHICKENS. In California, experiments 
with tranquilizing drugs for poultry indicate 
that the drugs help the birds withstand heat. 
"Drugged" chickens survived prolonged 1135- 
degree temperatures in which half the birds 
not treated died. 


WORKINGS OF INSPECTION LAW. The Compulsory Poultry 
Inspection Program to inspect poultry meats 
"for wholesomeness," as has been done with red 
meat since 1907, will begin offering service 

to approved plants in Jan. 1958. 

All plants must be approved by USDA and 
operating under inspection regulations by 

Jan. 1959. 


ROASTER HORMONIZING PAYS, say scientists at General 
Mills’ Larro research farm. It increases feed 
consumption, but the extra gains bring premium 
prices. Hormonizing test birds increased 
the income over feed cost by $76.90 per 1,000. 

Hormonization resulted in poor feed con- 
version in the test. Birds not treated consumed 
9.56 lbs. of feed during a 5-week test period 
while treated birds ate nearly 1.5 lbs. more. 

Treatment was injection of capette pellets at 
9 wks. of age, at a cost of $26 per 1,000. 


PLUSHIEST HEN HOUSE in Oklahoma is probably the one 
owned by Herb Karner, Broken Arrow. Poultryman 
Karner has adapted the Pennsylvania solar hen house 
idea (also see "Solar Heat for Hens," March FARM 
AND RANCH) to Oklahoma conditions. 

Big difference in the Pennsylvania solar house 
for laying hens and Karner's version is that he's 
concerned with keeping out heat (by insulation and 
evaporative cooling) instead of keeping out cold.

FIFTY heifers grazed all sum- 
mer, plus a harvest of 1,600 bales of 
hay, on 30 acres of pasture irrigated 
at a cost of about $3.00 a day. That’s 
how a simple pasture irrigation sys- 
tem pays off for Arthur Webster, 
Montgomery County, Ala. 


For the past two years his system 
has irrigated a 30-acre pasture—of 
common Bermuda grass, Dallisgrass 
and Ladino clover—at a cost of 75 
cents per acre-inch of water.

tract producers. They're buying 
their own pigs and feed and finding 
their own market. 

One of these is Raymond Armi- 
stead, of Sumner County, Tenn. He 
built a 30’ x 33’ parlor and started 
his first pigs last April 

Armistead plans to supply his own 
pigs for the parlor from 24 sows 
and bred gilts. And he'll also supply 
his own feed. The way he figures it, 


there'll be only two months of the |

year—April and May—when 
might have to buy all his feed. The 
rest of the time he'll have his feed 
dealer mix concentrates with Armi- 
stead’s home-grown grains. 

Looking toward a regular pay 
check, Armistead breeding his 
sows so that pigs will be farrowed 
each month. Until he enlarges his 
parlor, he’s feeding out those he 
can’t get into it in an old concrete- 


floored shed he already had.

Near Hendersonville, Tenn. part- 
time farmer Morris Robinson cut 
cost corners for his parlor by con- 
verting an old tobacco curing shed. 
Opened on all sides, with a concrete 
floor and automatic feeders and wa- 
terers, it makes a good parlor and 
still leaves room to cure the burley 
overhead. But, valuable as the bur- 
ley is this year, Robinson still figur- 
es the hog crop on the floor is worth 
more to him than the burley under 
the roof. 

In a five-county area of north- 
central Alabama, some 200 pig par- 
lors—started demonstrations, 
mostly on a contract basis—have 
nearly all been turned over to out- 
right ownership by the farmer-op- 
erators. Even with lower hog prices, 
they figure they'd rather take all 
the profits than settle for the few 
cents a pound of gain they were 
getting under contract.

ART of the fun of the Christmas season is having a part 
in the preparations. Youngsters may not be able to cook 
but they can make trims for the tree and the house . . . and they 
get a big bang out of doing so. Inexpensive material coupled 
with daring can produce decorative conversation pieces. 

Give a roll of aluminum foil and a bit of guidance to young 
decorators. They'll have fun and make decorations that are gay 
and shining. 


Silver Ring Christmas Tree. Remove cardboard tube from roll of 
aluminum foil. Cut the tube into l-inch rings with a sharp knife. 
Cut a strip of foil 2% inches wide to cover rings. Cover 26 rings. 
For the base of the tree, tape four covered rings together—one 
ring in front and one in back of two rings. Then tape a ring on 
top. Make the tree flat on the table. Use six rings for the bottom 
row; tape each ring securely to the next one. Then tape five 
rings in a row and fasten them securely to the bottom row of 
six. The next row is four, then three, 

then two and one. Stand tree on base and 

tape securely. Decorate with stars cut 

from red or green colored gift-wrap foil 

or with angel hair or tinsel. 


Single Ornaments. Crush aluminum foil 
to form balls. Decorate with colored tooth- 
picks and with curled pipestem cleaners. 
The toothpicks and pipe cleaners may be 
tipped with tiny colored beads. 


Creche. Cut oatmeal box in half length- 
wise, then crosswise to have section about 
six inches high. Cover inside smoothly 
with foil. Fasten to cardboard base that 
has been covered with foil. Place holder 
for two or three candles on base and back 
of aluminum-covered semi-circle. Put 
candles in holders. Crush foil and bank 
on sides and top of semi-circle and 
around candles, to represent a_ hillside. 
Spray with Christmas snow. Place figu- 
rines of Joseph, Mary, Jesus in manger— 
purchased from 10-cent store—in the foil- 
covered semi-circle. 


Christmas Angel. Make cones desired 
height from lightweight cardboard. Cover 
smoothly with foil. Cut wings and arms 
from double thickness of foil. Attach to 
back of cone. Use Christmas ball for head. 
Cut eyes and mouth from colored paper, 
paste on ball. Cut foil into five strips for 
hair and tape to head. Place head on 
angel and fasten it with modeling clay, 
gum or tape. Make a halo by shaping a 
pipestem cleaner covered with foil into 
a circle with a long end. Attach end to 
back of angel.

ORANGE-CEREAL TREES 


Vy cup orange juice 2 teaspoons grated orange peel 
| tablespoon butter or margarine 3 quarts puffed rice 


1 cup corn syrup 
| cup sugar 


Mix sugar, syrup and orange juice, cook until the mixture forms a 
hard ball when dropped in cold water. This is 250-260° F. on a candy 
thermometer. Add butter and orange peel. Pour over cereal in greased 
baking dish or tin and stir until each grain is coated. For each tree 
use 2 cups of coated cereal. Moisten hands and press cereal into cone 
shape around a peppermint stick of candy leaving an inch of candy 
uncovered at base of tree. Work fast. If mixture hardens before all is 
formed into cones put in warm oven to heat up. Makes 6 “trees”. Use 
an orange for the base of each tree. 


COOKIE CHRISTMAS TREE 


Use heavy paper. Cut out 8 star cookie patterns graduated in sizes 
from 8-inch to 1-inch. 


7 cups sifted flour 2 cups shortening 4 eggs 
2 teaspoons baking powder 3 cups sugar 2 teaspoons vanilla 
| teaspoon salt 


Sift flour, baking powder, salt together. Cream shortening and 
sugar. Beat eggs well and add to creamed sugar mixture. Add flour 
mixture, one half at a time and mix well. Chill, then roll to '%4-inch 
thickness on greased baking sheet. Place patterns on dough and cut 
out stars. Remove extra dough. Work pieces together; roll to %4-inch 
thickness; cut out 16 small round cookies. Put on greased baking sheet. 
Make a small round hole in the center of each round and star cookie 
with exception of smallest star. Brush stars with egg white, sprinkle 
on green colored sugar and place a half almond or candied cherry at 
tip and base of each point of each star. Bake at 400°F. for 6-8 minutes 

Make a standard—use a 4-inch block of wood. Nail a dowel stick 
in the center. (Determine length of stick by thickness of baked cookies.) 
Cover base with foil. Slip 8-inch star on stick, then 2 round cookies; 
then 7-inch star and 2 round cookies and so on, having 1l-inch star 
standing on top. Arrange the stars on the stick so that the points alter- 
nate.

1/3 teaspoon cream of 
tartar 

% teaspoon soda 

4 drops oil of 
peppermint 


% cup syrup 
2 cups sugar 
cup water 
2 tablespoons vinegar 
% cup butter or 
margarine 
Mix syrup, sugar, water, vinegar 
and butter in a heavy pan. Bring to 
boil. Add cream of tartar and boil 
until syrup forms a hard ball in 
cold water. This is 250°-260°F. on a 
candy thermometer. Add soda, stir 
just enough to mix. Pour into but- 
tered pan. Cool until candy can be 
handled, add flavoring and pull 
candy until porous. Form into 6 
strips, cut each into half and shape 
into canes. 


STRIPING FOR CANES 

Use 1/3 of recipe above. Add 2 
teaspoons of red coloring to ingre- 
dients before boiling. Pull finished 
mixture into long thin strips and 
wind around white canes. You'll 
have to work fast or striping will 
become brittle before you get it 
wound around the canes.

Automatic precaution for 
Power Failure 


ONE trouble with electrically-operated automatic equipment for poultry 
houses is that it quits when the power quits for any reason. If you can't 
afford to have your own auxiliary generating equipment for such a rare 
emergency, there is one other gimmick you can use as a precaution. 
Several power suppliers are now recommending an economical homemade, 
battery-operated emergency control that generally provides a satisfactory— 
though temporary—solution to the problem. 

The elements of the control consist of a simple relay (with normally- 
closed contacts), a simple double-pole wall switch, an alarm (similar to 
a door bell), several 6-volt lamps and a 6-volt storage battery. The ma- 
terials are wired (see diagram) so that an interruption in the central 
power supply opens the relay, shifting the current flow to the battery 
circuit. It sets off the alarm, and energizes the 6-volt lamps. They give 
enough light to keep birds from crowding. Cost of the materials is about 
$15 or less, plus cost of the battery. —Walter Baker

A PROMISING practical switch on 
the antibiotic-hormone idea is use 
of a hormone plus the commercial 
“chemobiotic”—Dynafac. Reports 
from using this combination for cat- 
tle aren’t yet available from South- 
ern experiment stations. But sev- 
eral from the Montana and Wash- 
ington (State) 
sound good. Apparently, regardless 
of differences in climate and prac- 
tices, they're reports on conditions 
much like many Southern livestock- 
men have. 


At Montana State College, a group | 


of steers gained 2.85 lbs. a day when 
they got the chemobiotic (1% grams 
per pound of feed) plus a hormone. 
When they got only the hormone 
(either Synovex implant, stilbestrol 
in the feed or stilbestrol implant) | 
without the chemobiotic, their gains 
were from 2.55 to 2.59 pounds daily. 
But without any of the growth stim- 
ulants, their daily gains averaged 
only 2.33 pounds. When the same 
comparison was made with feedlot 
heifers, the difference was even 
greater: 2.40 pounds gain with the 
combination, 1.74 with

At Washington State Experiment 
Station, feedlot steers getting Dyna- 
fac as the only growth stimulant 
gained a half pound a day more than 
without it.

In another Montana trial, yearling 
steers on range (no supplemental 
feed except protein range pellets) 
put on 2.18 pounds daily when they 

got a hormone implant plus the 
chemobiotic (1 gram per head daily, 
supplied in the pellets). When they 
got only the implant, they averaged 
1.88 pounds daily. With neither 
growth stimulant, they averaged 
just 1.62 pounds a day.

largely replaced the once standard 
“open account” financing by which 
the feed dealer merely furnished the 
money (or feed) to be repaid—with 
interest—by the broiler producer 
after the broilers were sold. 


Most egg, hog and cattle deals are 
less complicated, however. Com- 
monest type of contract with the pig 
parlor operations simply commits 
the feed dealer to pay the producer 
(farmer) so much for each pound 
of gain the hogs make from the time 
they go into the parlor until they’re 


sold. 


In nearly all of these deals, the 
contract is a fairly informal written 
or verbal agreement; how good it is 
depends mostly on the reliability 
and integrity of the feed dealer. For 
him, it depends on how carefully he

But as the contract idea grows up, 
there'll probably be more elaborate 
and varied business arrangements 
for contracts. American Farm Bu- 
reau’s commodity division study, 
“Integration in the Broiler Indus- 
try,” advises making broiler produc- 
tion contracts as carefully and as 
loophole-nroof as a farm lease. The 
same advice may apply to other farm 
product contracts as they take hold 


Whether it’s good or bad, contract 
farming is here to stay. If you're a 
shrewd manager yourself, can get 
any reasonable credit you need 
through your bank or conventional 
financing source and can stand to 
gamble on narrow margins or no 
margins at all, you probably won't 
be interested. Otherwise, you may 
find it hard to pass up, sooner or 
later, if the chance comes along.

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Straight Talk 


T HE Russians may beat us to the moon with a Sputnik. 
But I'll bet we get there first with Foreign Aid. 

Our missile development was turned over to the Army, 
Navy, and Air Force. Russia got ahead of us not because 
of our “economy” spree, Russia out-sputniked us because 
our Services are fighting each other instead of the enemy. 
So Russia took outer space while we took Little Rock. 

If we should get to the moon first and stake out a full 
moon of good land and craters filled with irrigation wa- 
ter, wonder what it'll do to cotton allotments? Even if 
we don’t find good land and water there, our Bureau of 
Reclamation and our Corps of Army Engineers will take 
care of that. They specialize in developing unneeded 
land, reclaiming deserts, making lakes out of craters, 
draining swamps, and inundating rich bottoms. 

While the Department of Agriculture is idling 28 mil- 
lion acres through the Soil Bank, the Bureau of Reclama- 
tion is reclaiming untold millions of acres through irriga- 
tion and drainage. Our national policy seems to be to 
develop all land reserves and usable resources regardless 
of cost or need. We subsidise the plow to tear up the soil, 
then subsidize the dam to catch the silt. We destroy 
wildlife shelter here and build shelter there. 

Price supports and “conservation” subsidies have paid 
about half the cost of converting thousands of acres of 
duck marshes into wheatlands. The wheat went into gov- 
ernment storage and the ducks went to some govern- 
ment-created sanctuary somewhere else. USDA is now 
helping drain about 15 million acres of wetlands in the 
Mississippi Valley and the Coastal Plains of the South- 
east. Because we need the land? Or because the army of 
bureaucrats has to keep thinking up absurd things to do 
in order to hold their jobs? 

Marshlands are a soil bank of black gold guaranteeing 
food and fiber for future generations. Drained and 
plowed, those lands deteriorate. They should be kept 
under water until that time in the distant future when 
we can get no further profitable increases from land 
now under production. 


The Desert Gold is Our Gold 


Your government has spent and is spending billions 
of dollars of your tax money to reclaim millions of acres 
of desert in 17 western states to produce irrigated crops 
to be sold to government storage. Before the multitudes 
of dams were built in the West, cities out there had 
serious water shortages. Industries couldn't leave our 
cities back East and go West until the rest of us agreed 
to subsidize the cutting of our own throats. 

Ever hear of the Colorado Storage Project? You 
should. It’s being built now. If you live in Alabama, it’s 
costing your state about $11.5 million; Georgia, $15.3 
million; Kentucky, $12.7 million, etc. That’s just for the 
beginning billion dollars to get the Colorado Storage 
Project going. Total eventual cost is estimated at $5 
billion. That’s approximately what the entire farm pro- 
gram costs per year. There will be three dams, highest 
of which will be Glen Canyon, third highest in the world, 
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with the third largest reservoir in the world and the 
seventh largest hydro-electric power plant in the U. S. 
It calls for irrigation of 366,000 acres of arid land in a 
five-state area. It’s been estimated that the cost of irri- 
gating this land will be $2,700 an acre. 


Russia Sputniks While We Sportnik 

The bureaucrats, politicians and self-seekers who put 
this over on you argue that it will increase industry, 
population, and tourists so much that it will pay for itself 
in increased taxes in a short time. Pay for itself by tak- 
ing people, industry and tourists from the rest of the 
country, whose people paid for it! This is the same old 
Roosevelt-Veblen-Keynesian socialistic formula: Debt 
doesn’t mean anything . . . the more we go in debt, the 
more prosperous we are. “The Reclamation Era,” one of 
the thousands of government publications costing you 
millions to tell you what to think at your own expense, 
and to provide jobs for the ever-growing army of bureau- 
crats, says: “We will have opportunities for recreation 
so vitally needed for our enjoyment of better living and 
particularly needed to accommodate a growing population 
with more leisure time, paid vacations, and early retire- 
ment.”

$150,000 “to illuminate the spillway at the rate of 3.4 
foot-candles. By comparison, the moon provides an illu- 
mination of one-tenth of one foot candle.”

Very few government irrigation projects have paid out 
since the first reclamation act was passed in 1902. Yet, 
in 1956 Congress passed the Small Reclamation Projects 
Act. Under it the government can lend up to $5 million 
a project. And it may give up to $5 million—not loan the 
money—for flood control, fish and wildlife benefits, navi- 
gation, and sediment retention. States, political subdivi- 
sions, agencies, irrigation districts, and water-users 
associations are eligible for loans. Come one, come all! 

The 17 western states have, of course, 34 senators. That 
means they need 15 more to get a majority, and there are 
so many pork-barrels and so many log-rolling senators 
that the West is riding heigh-ho in the saddle, with our 
Silver. 

We have come a long way in controlling the erosion of 
our top-soil. But the erosion of our dollar by the uncon- 
trolled political elements gets ever worse.
